One of the anomalies of history is that sons and 
hters of extreme bigots become converts to the 
atholic faith.

“In the conversion of Mary Howitt, daughter of the notorious 
author of “The History of Priestcraft,’ another instance is added to the 
many on record. The misguided zeal of their parents, or their blind 
fanaticism, may have led the children to examine for themselves the 
exaggerated allegations brought against the Church. The result of an 
impartial inquiry, coupled with humility, naturally leads to the dis- 
covery of truth. The sons of the great Wilberforce are examples in 
point, and the only son who did not become a Catholic—Bishop Wilber 
force—but, on the contrary, developed a spirit of bitter bigotry against 
the Church either out of hostility to his brothers or out of policy, lived 
" té see his daughter and her husband, the Rev. Mr. Pye, become Cath- 

olics. Instances of this kind might easily be multiplied, for members 
both of High Church and Low, by their unjust and extravagant 
calumnies against the Church, have led many near and dear to them te 
a knowledge of divine truth.”
